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SUBJECT: TRAVEL OF GAO OFFICIAL TO STOCKHOLM AND LONDON ON 
OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH STUDY, SEPTEMBER 4-23. 

1 . THE DEPARTMENT HAS BEEN INFORMED BY THE GAO OF THE 
FORTHCOMING TRAVEL BY DR. MYRA KARSTADT OF THE STAFF OF THE 
HUMAN RESOURCES DIVISION, GAO, TO THE ADDRESSEE POSTS AS 
OUTLINED BELOW. THE PURPOSE OF DR. KARSTADT’S VISIT WILL 

BE TO COLLECT DATA IN THE FIELD OF OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH 
WITH SPECIFIC EMPHASIS ON (1) OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH 
EDUCATION AND (2) ESTABLISHMENT OF WORKPLACE STANDARDS FOR 
ASBESTOS AND VINYL CHLORIDE. 

2. WITH REFERENCE TO OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH EDUCATION, 

DR. KARSTADT IS INTERESTED IN OBTAINING INFORMATION ON 
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PROGRAMS PROVIDED BY THE RESPECTIVE GOVERNMENTS, LABOR, OR 
INDUSTRY (OR ANY COMBINATION OF THE GROUPS) TO FURNISH 
INFORMATION TO WORKERS AND/OR THE GENERAL POPULATION ON 
HEALTH HAZARDS, ESPECIALLY CHEMICAL HAZARDS, IN THE 
WORKPLACE. SHE IS NOT INTERESTED IN TRAINING OR EDUCATION 
DIRECTED SOLELY AT OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY HAZARDS. 
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3. AS REGARDS THE ESTABLISHMENT OF WORKPLACE STANDARDS 
FOR ASBESTOS AND VINYL CHLORIDE, DR. KARSTADT WISHES TO 
OBTAIN INFORMATION ON THE PROCEDURES USED BY THE RESPECTIVE 
GOVERNMENTS TO SET WORKPLACE EXPOSURE STANDARDS FOR THE 
TWO SUBSTANCES. SHE IS ESPECIALLY INTERESTED IN THE 
METHODS USED TO PROVIDE REPRESENTATION FOR THE VIEWS OF 
LABOR AND INDUSTRY IN STANDARD-SETTING BY THE GOVERNMENT. 
THE ENFORCEMENT OF STANDARDS, EXCEPT INSOFAR AS ENFORCE- 
MENT IS DISCUSSED DURING THE ORIGINAL PROCEDURES FOR 
ESTABLISHING STANDARDS, IS NOT OF PARTICULAR INTEREST 

TO DR. KARSTADT.
